Estimates of the number of wage and salary earners in civil employment 
(excluding rural workers and female domestics in private homes) are made monthly 
through the use of Pay-Roll Tax statistics and direct returns of Commonwealth 
Government employment.

Total wage and salary earners in civil employment, Government and private, 
(excluding rural and household domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 (1,952,300) 
following which there was a heavy decline in male employment as men were called up 
for the Armed Forces. Male non-rural employment reached its lowest level in the 
second half of 1943, and then remained fairly steady until the beginning of 1945, 
when a slow expansion began. Female employment (other than rural and private 
domestic) expanded quickly until mid-1943 and thereafter at a slower rate until early 
1945 since when there has been a decrease. 
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Over the war period from July 1939 to its peak in August 1943, direct 
Government employment rose from 405,000 to 546,900, an increase of 141,900 persons. 
From its peak the number of persons in Government employment fell to 517,000 in 
August 1945 and to 508,100 in September 1945, or by 38,800. From August 1943 to 
August 1945, private employment (excluding rural and females in private domestic 
service) increased by 45,300 but during September 1945, decreased by 8,100 (see 
comment below). 






Figures in the preceding table relate only to wage and salary earners 
(excluding rural industry and females in private domestic service) and do not reflect 
the full effects of either the policy of restoring Service personnel to industry 


which was applied as from about August 1943, or of demobilisation following the end 
of hostilities.

From January 1945 to June 1945, the numbers of men released from the Forces 
‘who were expected to enter employment as wage and salary earners (as distinct from 
employers or workers on their own account,not employing labour) averaged about 5,600 
a month, 


Making allowance for discharged men taking. as much as three months leave 
before resuming civil occupation, nearly all of the potential wage or salary earners 
discharged during the period January-June 1945 (over 33,000) would have entered 
employment by the end of September, 1945. In addition, there were some men dis- 
charged during July, August and September who would have commenced work by 30th Sep- 
tember - especially those men released on occupational grounds who numbered some 
4,500 wage and salary earners for July and August alone. 


Of a total probably exceeding 38,000 male wage and salary earners who had 
commenced work by September 30, after being discharged during 1945, some 7,000 went 
into rural industry and 31,000 into industries included in the monthly employment 
statistics in this Bulletin. 


The actual net increase which has occurred in the numbers of male wage 
and salary earners in non-rural industry has been small compared with the inflow from 
the Services and from the normal increase of the wage and salary earning population. 


It would appear that two factors are operating to offset the flow of dis- 
charged men into employment as wage and salary earners and the small normal increase 
in the male wage and salary earning population:- 


(a) Some men who remained at work beyond their normal retiring age are 
now retiring from work; 


(b) Considerable numbers of self-employers and small employers who were 
engaged as Wage earners during the war are now returning to their 
former status. 


Data relating to the change since 1943 in numbers of females in private 
domestic employment and in numbers of employers and persons working on their own 
account will be known in a few months time when the results of the Occupation Survey 
of June 1945 become available. This Survey may also reveal that total male wage and 
salary earners in private employment, and in total employment, shown above for 1944 
and 1945, exclude some private employment on smaller buildings (houses, CtCe, 
including repairs). 


During September 1945, Government employment decreased by 8,900 and private 
employment decreased by 8,100 (wage and salary earners excluding rural industry and 
females in private domestic service). In addition to the recent slight downward 
trend in female employment, there were a number of special factors accounting for the 
sudden decrease during September, which affected both sexes. The major movement was 
a decrease of 13,200 (males 8,000; females 5,200) in Government and quasi-Govern- 
mental munitions, aircraft and shipbuilding establishments as shown in the following 
table:-

engaged in general engineering, electrical engineering and apparatus manufacture, etc. 
but other important reasons for the decrease in employment of 6,400 in Other Factories 
during September were seasonal movements in jam and fruit canning and meat works 
(primarily Queensland) and industrial disputes in New South Wales, involving e large 


private meat works and commercial printing works, 


_ The number of men employed on construction jobs under the control of the 
Allied Works Council decreased by 2,400 during the month and by a further 1,300 
between 30th September and 15th October.

The movement of employment in Australia in the main industrial groups from 
August to September, 1945, is summarised as follows:- 


In respect of males, the main decreases were:- Governmental munitions, 
aircraft etc. factories -8,0003; Other Factories -3,9003; Allied Works projects -2,4005 
Shipping and Stevedoring -1,3003; Governmental n.e.i. -600. Increases Were:- 
Other Transport etc. +600; Retail Trade +1,400; Wholesale Trade etc. +1,600; "Other 
Industries" (including non-defence Building and Construction) +3,600. 


In respect of females, there were decreases in Governmental munitions, 
aircraft etc. =5,2003; Other Factories -2,5003; Other Transport and Communication -3003

REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCES 





The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of Demobilisation 
Form 1(a) made at the request of the Director-General of Manpower. The forms show 
personal particulars of men and women discharged from the Forces into civil life. 
The month of discharge, for the purpose of these tabulations, is the month during 
which the discharged person was able to resume civil life, irrespective of the fact 
thet he or she may still be on service pay for a period of accrued leave. 


The first table shows that in august, 1945, there was « sharp rise in the 
number of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other special 
discherges programme. Nearly twice as many as in August were discharged in September. 
Generel demobilisation commenced on 1st October and 42,667 men and 2,787 women were 
discharged during the month.

July 1945, 974; August 1,205 Septezber 1,729 and October 1945, 2,787. 


The following table shows the principal industries in which persons dis- 
charged during September 1945 were placed. Placements refer to first placements 
after discharge which were made within two wecks of the end of the month of discharge. 
"Pisnced" means obtained employment within this period but the actual date of commenc- 
ing work may be some weeks later. Most of the men classified as "placement not 
stated or deferred" subsequently enter paid employment. Women retiring from gainful 
occupation in general undertake unpaid home duties.

PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS 


A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for 
Australia is given without any adjustment in the next table. 


The returns do not cover employees of the Comnonwealth Government 3 
employers who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make returns and 
religious and public benevolent institutions and hospitals are also exempt. The 
proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to State, but for 
hustralia as 2 whole, the proportion of employees (other than those of the Common- 
wealth, those engaged in rural industries and female domestics in private households) 
in the Pay-Roll Tax returns is 90 per cent. of the estinated total of males in 
employment and about 75 per cent. of the females. 


Employers’ Pay Roll Tax returns were classified for "industry" according 
to the industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged. 


The table may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, but not 
as a guide to the absolute numbers em loved in the respective industries.
